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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 30, 31, 38, 39, 43, 44 and 48-61 are allowed for reasons deemed to be of record. 
Specifically, Applicants' remarks on 26 February 2008 are persuasive regarding the combination of 
Ko et al with Li et al, specifically wherein Li et al state that "a porogen that is known to function 
well with a first matrix system will not necessarily function well with another matrix system." None 
of the prior art of record teaches or makes reasonably obvious wherein a distinct structure-former 
precursor comprising either an organosilane and an organosiloxane and a pore-former precursor 
comprising a hydrocarbon are mixed to form an organosilicate film. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
